Gush Over Engineers. 
Says an engineer in a communication 
in tho Detroit Free Prix# : So much has 
been said of the dauntless courage and 
self-sacrificing heroism of loccmotive en 
gineers, os displayed during tho few 
seconds intervening between the discov­ 
ery of immediate impending danger and 
the actual occurrence, that it has becomo 
the snbject of much annoyance to our 
profession. 
During my experience of 
over ten years of slow and fast trains, on 
various prominent lines, there has never 
been, to my knowledge, one accident 
where tho presence of an engineer on his 
engine, after certain acts have been per­ 
formed (unless as a precaution to per­ 
sonal safety), was not tho hight of fool­ 
hardiness, uu*l this iu justice to all con­ 
ed n***l in tho general result. 
On a passenger train, after tim air 
brakc*a are applied, tile engine reversed 
ai.*1 the sand lever open, the presence of 
a whole cab full of cool-headed, experi­ 
enced engineers would not alter the re­ 
sult one single bit. 
Now, as to the “ea­ 
gle eyed hero” who has so many lives at 
his mercy in times when mortal dangei 
stares his train in tho face, what is th*) 
man there for if not to use every jmRisi­ 
ble exertion to avert impending calamity. 
is it not the intenion of iris super­ 
iors that he shall take the train safely to 
its destination, and in passing over his 
run to use every precaution for safety? 
We are familiar with and use daily meth­ 
ods for safety unknown to the public 
and not definitely provided for in tho 
regulations of the company. 
An engin­ 
eer who would ubuudoii iris engine at 
tho first sight of danger without having 
first us**d the means at his command to 
lessen the result would (except in very 
exceptional cases) lie lioohxl out of tho 
country. 
From the very earliest ap­ 
prenticeship of an engiuceriuan it is 
dully brought to his notice that the cor­ 
rect and pruner thing to do in all c:ises 
where a sudden stop is required, is to 
reverse and open tho throttle, using sand 
to keep tho wheels from slipping, and in 
his usual work on local freight trains lie 
has it continually in use before him, 
while doing switching, etc. 
Thus long 
Iiefore ho becomes a passenger engineer 
it is second nature to him to adopt this 
method when occasion demands. In addi­ 
tion to this means all passenger trains aro 
provided with air brakes and their appli­ 
cation lieoomea from frequent usago 
quite as mechanical under all circum­ 
stances as in tho previous mentioned 
moans provid'd. 
It takes much less 
time than those uninitiated can imagine 
to accompli."}! all Hint is possible for an 
engineer to do to stop his train; a very 
few seconds suffice, and nearly always 
he has ample time to jump and save him­ 
self from quito probable injury. 
Wo 
who are daily liable to be subjected to 
the requirements know the uselessness of 
running unnecessary risks, and how few 
are the thanks we rcceievc from our em­ 
ployers when (and they are the ones we 
are the nu rat concerned in keeping on 
the right side of), perchance, one of our 
number, by an error of judgment, suf­ 
fers jiersonal injuiry. 
If th** truth were 
known, it is now quite freely accepted as 
a fact, that after tile usual menus to stop 
have Im>ou made, that many a good man 
has gone to his death by reason of being 
seized with a sort of paralysis, aud being 
rendered helpless for the time being by 
the thought of tho terrible calam ity to 
follow.

A b j e c t C o n d it io n o f H a w a i i a n L a b o r e r * . 


“ Slavery,” said an intelligent young 
machinist to a Chromclc reporter yester­ 
day; “ why, slavery is too good a name 
for the laltor system in the Hawaiian 
Island?. 
I went to the islands two 
years ago and worked on the planta­ 
tions,” continued the machinist, “ and 
from what I have seen I quito agree 
with the old negro who told me one 
night at Naalehu. 4 I’ve worked in 
Louisiana in the w orst days, and I never 
struck auy slavery like what we have 
on this plantation.1 ” 
In the majority 
of places, according to the machinist's 
description, each laborer is given a 
room about six by eight feet to lodge 
in. and this apartment has to answer 
all the requirements of single or mar­ 
ried life. 
In many cases the machinist 
saw a family of six white people living 
in one small room, with a shameless 
disregard for all the decencies of life. 
At six o'cliR’k the hands are escorted 
to the field to work. 
'The overseer of 
each gang is on his mettle to detect any 
negligence or tardiness, knowing weil 
that 
the value of 
his services is 
rated, by the amount which he can de­ 
duct from the wages of Hie slaves, 
if 
an unhappy bondman is seen shirking 
his work he is deprived of the w ages for 
that day. 
If lie resent I he imposition 
he is dragged before the native officer 
of the law', who is a hail fellow* well met 
with the planter, and is lined. 
The 
system of tines is in fact the most ad­ 
vantageous to the flinty-hearted over­ 
seer, for by judiciously using tile ma­ 
chinery of the law* lie can keep the 
bondman more securely in his power. 
The law prevents them from leaving the 
service of the planter while they are in­ 
debted to him, and the imjiosition of a 
few heavy lines prolongs their slavery 
for years. 
The food given to the bondmen is not 
so bad in quality as disgusting in the 
manner in which it is cooked and served. 
The Chinamen and the 
South Sea 
Islanders do their own cooking. 
The 
white slaves depend on a Chinese cook, 
who is the servant of the plantation, 
and endeavors to express through his 
pots and pans the sinister disregard of 
the overseer and the planter. 
Tile ma­ 
chinist described tho food furnished 
him and other artisans at various plan­ 
tations as disgusting: 44 It doesn’t take 
the poor fellows long to become demor­ 
alized, and then they arc booked for 
good. 
Tho sale of liquors is forbidden 
on the islands, but the odd dollars the 
poor slaves fret soon go in drink. That’s 
how the Chinese grow rich by selling 
rice brandy. The drink and the slavery 
make them all one—negroes, Chinamen, 
South Sea 
Islanders, Kanakas 
aud 
w'hites. 
lf ever there was a hell on 
earth it’s on some of these plantations 
I’ve seen.” —San Francisco Chronicle. 


Ie will 
Inglish 
wigs nowadays. 
Instead of the thick, 
hot and uncomfortable head coverings 
of former days we have now light, 
graceful and convenient wigs that are a 
very close imitation of the natural hair. 
Formerly tho fact that a man wore a 
wig was known at aglance. 
Now the 
imitation is so close that I have known 
it to baffle examination. The other day 
a young man who wears a blonde wig 
came to have it repaired. 
I found that 
a large lock had been cut out of it. 
I 
asked him how it happened, and he told 
me that a lady had asked him for a lock 
of his hair, and that he had allowed her 
to make her own selection. He confessed 
to a little trepidation when she took 
hold of the lock to cut it off, but she was 
gentle with him and cut of the lock close 
to the head without discovering that he 
wore a wTig. 
The work of restoration 
was artistic. It would not do to replace 
a lock of full length at once. We began 
with short pieces, imitating the natural 
growth of the hair. 
The lady never 
found out the deception until after they 
were married, when she happened to 
handle his hairless tenderly. 
44 There is an old gentleman with 
gray beard for u'hom I have made wigs 
since his hair was black. 
As his boart 
began to grow gray the contrast between 
that and the hair of his head was too 
marked. 
We began by making him a 
wig with a few gray hairs sprinkled in. 
Gradually the number of gray hairs was 
increased until now he buys three white 
wigs a year. 
Black wigs last longer 
than white. The latter turn yellow with 
wear. and we have found no way of 
cleaning the white hair without destroy- 
ingthc workmanship of the wig. Where 
a wig covers the entire head it is easy 
to make it tit tight with most heads 
without the use of any adhesive sub­ 
stance. But, where the wig covers only 
a part of the head, or where toupees or 
patches arc used it is necessary to stick 
on the false hair with mucilage or adhe­ 
sive wax. 
Wigs cost all the way up from $10 
to $100, according to the fineness of the 
hair and the exec lienee of the workman­ 
ship. 
Flic most costly wigs are made 
on a foundation of hair lace. 
Each hair 
is carefully selected and knotted to a 
mesh of Hie lace. 
This kind is called 
the ventilated wig. 
You can part it 
anywhere, like natural hair, and the 
appearance of the parting will be like 
that of the natural scalp. 
The flesh 
shows through the meshes of the lace 
with great naturalness. 
That is the 
kind of wig the blonde young man wore. 
Cheajier wigs are made by fastening 
hair to long threads and sewing strips 
of it on a foundation less costly than 
hair lace. 
Even these cannot be de­ 
tected by the ordinary observer, al­ 
though when you know that a man 
wears such a wig you will be sure to 
notice it. Very often, however, toupees 
arc put on with so much skill, by mix­ 
ing the ends with the uatural hair, that 
the art is not perceptible. 
I think tho 
tendency now* is to conceal baldness 
rather than to let it be seen. 
True, in 
tho summer, some of our young men do 
get their heads clipped like State 
convicts or the boys in a |*oor 
but I think the fashion is less favored 
than formerly.”

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Effect Upon Europe of the Discovery 
of America. 


The voyage of Columbus in 14'J2 was 
in many respects the greatest event 
which had occurred in the world since 
the birth of Christ. 
Politically and so­ 
cially it was the beginning of an entire­ 
ly new chapter in human history, and 
it wrought effects upon men’s specula­ 
tive thinking which, though perhaps 
less conspicuous, were not less real or 
remarkable. 
In much more than the 
mere 
geographical 
sense 
was,

the discovery* of the New World. 
It 
was the first in a complicated series of 
events which four centuries have not 
yet fully rounded into a period: The 
foundation of a new Europe in Ameri­ 
ca, in Africa, in Australia and in the 
islands of the Pacific; the rise of the 
English race to political and commer­ 
cial supremacy, and the advance of the 
English language toward what may be­ 
come universal dominion; the reorgani­ 
zation of government upon a higher 
plane than the Middle Ages had ever 
been able to forshadow; the renovation 
of society in the old Europe through 
countless subtle influences; the perma­ 
nent triumph of the industrial over the 
predatory spirit; the successful asser­ 
tion of individual freedom against the 
paralyzing absolutism inherited from 
the Roman Empire; the overthrow of 
sacerdotalism and the Christianization 
of the world. 
It would probably be 
too much to assert that some of these 
desirable results might not have been 
attained, so far as the old Europe is 
concerned, even if the lands beyond the 
sea had never been explored and col­ 
onized. 
It is unquestionable, however, 
that the progress would have been much 
slower and much more subject to inter­ 
ruption. The part performed by England, 
for example, in the work of European civ­ 
ilization since the age of Elizabeth has 
bixin so immense and so complicated 
that no elaborateness of analytic de­ 
scription can do it justice. 
Yet En­ 
gland in Elizabeth’s* time was hardly a 
first-class power, and but for the col­ 
onization of America in the seventeenth 
century it is difficult to see in what way 
she would so surely or so soon have 
gained 
the 
commercial supremacy 
which gave her in the eighteenth the 
dorniniou of the ocean, and thus secured 
her the foremost position in the world. 
To those—and there arc many such in 
America—who are in the habit of re­ 
garding American history as a dry and 
uninteresting study, it may be a profita­ 
ble matter of reflection that since the 
beginning of the seventeenth century 
it is impossible to follow intelligently 
the aflairs of the old Europe through a 
single generation without constant ref­ 
erence to the New World.
